Convention In Winnpieg 

Proposals for forming the Cana. 
dian Wheat Institute as a national 
body to conduct work in the interests 
of Canadian Wheat were. endorsed 
by the annual convention of the Can- 
adian Chamber of Commerce which 
met in Winnipeg on September 11th, 
12th and 13th. This followed an ad- 
dress by Mr. R. S. Law, president of 
United Grain Growers Ltd., in the 
course of which he dealt with the need 
for putting a new force behind the 
sale of Canadian wheat and showed 
how through the proposed Institute, 
advertising, commercial research, 
scientific research and other efforts 
might be brought to bear towards the 
enlargement of outlets for Canadian 
wheat. ‘ 

Mr. Law spoke on the subject — 
“Wheat from the National Stand- 
point” and much of his address waa 
devoted to emphasizing the national | 
importance of the wheat industry in 
Canada. In emphasizing that fact 
Mr, Law said: “It should be realized 
that growing wheat for export has 
been part of the basic policy of Can- 
ada for a third of a century. Upon it 
was founded the immigration policy 
of this country and the whole project 
of opening up Western Canada; upon 
it was predicated a large part of. the 
country’s railway construction ~ and 
the building of canals and harbors. 
That western Canada should be open- 
ed up, that people from other parts 
of the country and from other coun- 
tries should be invited to come in, that 
finang¢ial institutions should pour their 
resources into the prairies and that 
factories should be built to:supply the 
needs of farmers who were to grow 
wheat,—all that was part of the na- 
tional determination of the country 
since the beginning of the century.” 
In concluding his address Mr. Law 
said: “The welfare of Western farm- 
ers, the welfare of Western ‘Canada, 
and to.a large extent the welfare of 
the Dominion of Canada must contin- 
ue to depend upon our ability to main- 
tain large outlets for . the wheat 
grown in the west, and that in turn 
may well depend upon our ability to 
keep a national understanding and 
maintain a national outlook on our 
wheat problem.” 

The resolution which was subse- 
quently passed by the convention of 
the Canadian Chamber of Commerce 
read as follows: : 

“Realizing the importance of Cana- 
dian wheat production to the prosper- 
ity of Canada, the chamber has been

gratified to learn that those directly | 


interested in the production and mar- 
keting of Canadian wheat have under 
consideration the organization: of a 
Canadian Institute as a national dody 
to stimulate the marketing and use of 
wheat in the markets of the world. 
The chamber extends its closest co- 
operation in this endeavor.”

In view of. the publicity that has 
recently been given to Provincial fin- 
‘ances by the announcement of a large 
deficit for last year and the publish- 
ing of the financial statement for the 
first three months of the fiscal year, 
April 1st to June 30th, a summary of 
which appeared in this paper, Hugh 
J. Montgomery, M.L.A., in comment- 
ing on the financial situation as dis- 
closed by these reports, has given 
The News the following statement: 

“During the last few weeks the fin- 
ancial standing of the Province for 
the year ending March 31st, 1934, has 
been made public by the Provincial 
Treasurer and reveals another huge 
Provincial deficit on operating ac- 
count. A surplus of $9,700.00 was es- 
timated, but when the year ended 
there was an actual deficit on income 
account of the immense sum’ of $1,- 
878,031.00. This is getting to be a 
habit with the U.F.A. Government, 
for during the past four years they 
have failed to live within their in- 
come by over $12,000,000.00, which 
has ‘been added to the Public Debt 
and on which the interest and sink- 
ing funds for this year will be over 
$700,000.00, which the taxpayers of 
the Province will have added to their 
already excessive burden. 

“Every year during this period the 
Liberals in the Legislature | have urg- 
ed a reduction in expenditure in or- 
der to balance the budget and avoid 
the necessity ‘of increased taxation, 
but the Government paid no heed to 
our demands. One way to secure a 
substantial reduction in interest rates 
and a consequent’ lowering of taxa- 
tion is to live within our income. 
The interest rates we are now com- 
pelled to pay on our public borrow- 
ings are exhorbitant. 

“The financial statement giving 
particular receipts and payments for 
the first three months. of. the fiscal 
year, April‘lst to June 30th, prepared 
by the Provincial Auditor, has also 
been made public. 

“On Income Account it shows re- 
ceipts of $4,282,016.83, and payments 
of $3,849,885.53,'or an apparent ‘sur- 
plus of receipts over’ payments of 
$432,181.80. A comparative state- 
ment for the same period last year 
shows a deficit of $249,998.97. The 
improvement therefore for the cur- 
rent year amounts to $682,130.27, as 
compared with the same months in 
1933. ; 


‘“This situation has been favorably 
commented on by the newspapers of 
the Province, some of which are in- 
clined to give the Provincial Gov- 
ernment a measure ef credit for the 
better showing, but a study of the 
Auditor’s comments explaining in de- 
tail how the better report has been 
made possible reveals a situation ev- 
en worse than last year, and the facts 
must be a bitter disappointment to 
the taxpayers of the Province. 


“The Auditor points out that in- 
crease in receipts to the amount of 
$683,050.00 is due to earlier payment 
of subsidies by the Dominion Govern- 
ment which were made during a later 
period last year. _He further points 
out that payments by the Provincial 
Government to the Sinking Fund of 
$133,556.11 which were made during 
this period last year were not.made 
this year, 

“Therefore.to make a fair compar- 
ison with last year the subsidies of 
$683,050.00 that were paid earlier 
this year should be deducted from the 
total receipts, leaving a balance of 
$3,598,966,83, while the payments to 
the Sinking Fund which were not 
made but should have been made this 
year of $133,556.11 should be added 
to the payments of $3,849,885.53, mak- 
ing a total payment of $3,983,441.64, 
or a deficit for the three months of 
$384,474.81 instead of a surplus of 
$432,181.80 as the report shows. 

“This makes a worse showing by 
$134,476.84 than last year when the 
deficit was $249,998.97 for the same 
period. 


“We now have a new Provincial 
Treasurer, and I hope he institutes 
better business methods than his pre- 
decessor, Premier Reid. However, 
since his appointment he is spending 
entirely too much time travelling a- 
round the country attending political 
meetings = expense of the Pro- 
wince. He Should devote his energies 
and ability to a solution. of our finan- 
cial problems, especially endeavoring 
to balance the budget. He would then 
be doing something to earn his sal- 
ary. In fact it would appear that all 
the Cabinet Ministers are out elec- 
tioneering on the time of the Pro- 
vince and neglecting the business of 
their respective departments, appar- 
ently considering the welfare of the 
U.F.A.-C.C.F. Party of more conse- 
quence than the Province itself.” 


Dyoubht Area Cattle 
Are Now Arriving 


First shipments of surplus cattle 
from the drought areas of the prov- 
ince, purchased by the provincial de- 
partment of agriculture under the re- 
cently announced policy,’ reached Ed- 
monton stockyards the past week, and 
are being disposed of. Representat- 
ives of the department are now in the 
areas concerned, handling the pur- 
chase and shipment of cattle. 


China Wants Alberta Horses 


Whether or not the Orient is pre- 
paring for war, the fact remains that 
China is making a demand on Cana- 
da for cavalry and artillery horses, 
and echoes. of this demand have 
reached Alberta via Ottawa. This 
province should be able to provide 500 
head or so of such war animals, it is 
believed by those who should know, 
and a canvass of the situation is now 
being made in reply to the queries 
from Ottawa. 


Guarantee Is Being Met 


Announcement has just been made 
that the Alberta Wheat Pool for the 
third successive year has met its ma- 
turing obligations;in full together 
with interest. due to the Provincial 
Government in connection with the 
1929 Wheat Pool overpayment. 

At the time the government guar- 
antee was agreed upon there was con- 
siderable misgiving, as to the ability 
of the pool’ to -make repayment in 
view of conditions in.the wheat mar- 
ket. ‘The record of repayment to date 
is reassuring. The pool has been do- 
ing a fair share of the grain business 
of the province. 

It will be a most desirable outcome 
if the pool can pay off the government 
guarantee and thereby re-establish 
the equities of thousands of farmers 
in the’ big line of ‘elevators.—Calgary 
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Viking Items.

A New And Better Viewpoint. 


‘he recent annual conventior of the Canadian Chambers of Commerce 
held at Winn'pes, was, it is generaily recognized, one of the most important 
and in many tespects the mos’ significant gathering yet held by that body. 


It was not only one of the largest assemblages of outstanding men in the | 


financial, industrial and commercial life of the Dominion yet convened, but 
it appears to have been animated ty a new spirit based upon a fuller recog- 
nition of thé 1esponsibilities of v.hat has been termed Big Business-to the 
countiy as a whole and to the masses of producers, workers and consumers 
who, ii the last analysis, are the backbone of the nation. 

Important resolutions dealing with matters of far-reaching social and 
economic questions, and involving vital changes in national policies, were 
adopted, not the least significant of which was the declaration in favor of 
the negotiations of a Reciprocity Agreement with the United States in mat- 
ters of trade. The adoption of tis resolution in itself reveals the change in 
sentiment and viewpoint of the business world of Canada. 

Significant, too, were some c‘ the addresses delivered by 
ing high executive positions in the industrial world. For example, Mr. T. 
A. Russell, president of the Massey-Harris Co., told the convention that “the 
success, of industry and farming’ were wrapped up ‘together in Canada in a 
way which nothing could separate,"’ and he gave facts.and figures to prove 
‘it, As the purchasing power of the farmer declined, said Mr. Russell, so 
did. the demand and output for farm implements. In the case of the Massey- 
Harris Co:, he said, employment. dropped from 4,900 in 1929 to an average 
of less than 1,200 for the years. 1931, 1982 and 1933. ‘Not only has this 
proved a hardship for the men thrown out of employment through no fault 
of their own,” he said, “but it has tremendously se purchasing 
power, their ability to pay taxes and, generally, to:contribute @yeir quota to 
Canadian prosperity. Likewise, the investor who has had no return on his 
investment las had to-curtail his expenditures and has been a poor customer 
either for the farmer or for industry”’ Mr. Russell strongly urged the ab- 
solute stiecessity of complete and generous co-operation with the farming 
industry in order to bring about its. re-estabishment and promote its pros- | 

Then, up spoke Mr. W: R. Canipbell, president of the Ford Motor Co. 
of Canada, on behalf of all workers in industry. Space:will not admit .of 
any extended quotations from Mr. Campbell's address, but a few will suffice 
to indicate his position, and the attitude he urged all employers of labor 
to.adopt in the interests of the workers, in their own interests, and in the 
Interests of the country at ‘large. Mr. Campbell said: 

“As far as Canada is concerned there can be no normal times until all 
of our people who-are capable of working: have an opportunity for. gainful 
employment—free and unfettered by government aid.
